Lee county woman jailer, was 
reported in good condition to- 
day at KSB hospital after be- 
ing severely beaten Thursday 
night with a hammer wielded 
by a 31-year-old ex-convict in 
a short-lived jail break. 


Rudolph Kessler, Rt. 3, Dixon, 


jailed Aug. 7 on charges of violat- 
ing his parole from Joliet peniten- 
tiary, was captured by Dixon po- 
lice southwest of the city about 50 
minutes, after his escape from the 
county jail. 


Fugitive Niihbed 


Kessler was apprehended near 


the junction of the' Bloody Gulch 
road and th« Illinois Central rail- 
road'.tnicks .by Police,. 5gt. E., M. 
Kelchrier and Officer A". R/ Wlison 
as city, county and state authori- 
ties blocked roads leading out of 
Dixon. 


In a signed stalement following 


questioning conducted by State's 
Atty. James Bales, Kessler ad- 
mitted striking Mrs. Schwank on 
the head several times in making 
his break. 


Mrs. Schwank, who lost a lot of 


blood in her'determined struggle 
to, save her life and to keep her 
prisoner from escaping, Buffered 
at least five cuts on her head that 
required stitches.

For Kessler to receive treatment, 


his jailer opened the door wide 
enough for bandages to be handed 
through. 
Yesterday, 
as Mrs. 


Schwank placed the last bandage 
on his elbow, Kessler grabbed her 
by the front of her dress and 
yanked her into the cell block.

Aid Rushed; Fear 
More Than 1,000 
Dead in Disaster 


PAT RAT, Greece UP)— 


Eleven more earth tremors 
shook the Ionian islands of 
Kefallinia, Ithaca and Zakin- 
thos today. 
Landslides, fire 


and death continued to stalk 
the survivors, already strick- 
en by modern Greece's worst 
earthquake disaster. 


Rut the new tremors were of 


subsiding intensity and air-sea aid 
nnd rescue units from many na- 
tions were reaching the scene. 


There still WHS no accurate ac- 


count of dead and injured. Amer- 
ican observers said they believed 
a Greek government estimate of 
nearly 1.000 killed was too small.

Raging Typhoon Bears 
Down on Okinawa Base 


NAHA, Okinawa M}—A raging typhoon with winds of 1M miles an 


hour bore down on this great American base in the western Pacific 
today. 


The forward edge, of howling 


storm, one of the wildest ever 
recorded in this part of .the world, 
was about 200 mile* southwest of 
this island and wa.s expected to 
hit Saturday morning. 


Already angry gusts whipped 


across air base runways and some 
B29 Superforts took off for safer 
airfields elsewhere in the Pacific 
—possibly Japan, the Philippines 
or Guam.

Other aircraft stayed at the 


field, loaded with sandbags or cir- 
cled by fuel trucks filled with oil 
to break the typhoon winds. 


U. S. weathermen alerted the 


island at * p.m. and told residents 
to stand by for the final warning. 
"Condition I" at 30 o'clock to^ 
night. Condition 1 mpans the ty- 
phoon will sink* within 12 hours.
